A Letter from Ex-tievernor Brown, 


CORRECTING S9ME STATEMENTS MADE RY EX- 
GOVERNOR SMITH. 


ATLANTA, GA., September 6, 1480.—Colonel J. 

Branham, Rome, (ia —Dear Sir: I have to ac- 

knowledge the receipt of your letter, and in re- 

ply have to state that [am very much astonished 
at the statements you say were made by Governor 

Smith in his speech at Rome. You say he stated 

that Colquitt took a fifty thousand dollar bond 

with me as surety from the Citizens’ bank on ac- 
count of the state deposits which he placed there 
without interest, ia preference to a two hundred 
and fifty thonsand dollar bond and three 
per cent interest from the Bank of the 

State of Georgia. You surely must be 

mistekenin the statement made by Goaernor 
Smith asthis statement is untrue. Iam not se- 
curity for the Citizens’ bank as state depositor nor 

in any other way. Ii never gave a fifty thousand 
«ollar bond withme as surety in any matter of 
any character. 

You state further that Governor Smith said I 
took fifty thousand dollars of the Citizens’ bank 
assets @8 collateral before I would sign the bond. 
There is not a word of truth iu this. : 

Alsothat my sou is a director and the bank's 
attorney. This is also untrue as to the director- 

_ Ship. My son is attorney for the Citizens’ bank: 
but he does not own a dollarof the stock, and is 
nota directorand never was. I own but £7,500 
ofthe stock of the bank, and it only pays 6 pér 
cent perannum dividend. Iam not hi 

As to the other point about the deposit with 
the Citizens’ bank when the Bank of the State of 
Georgia offered to pay interest, I know nothing 
personally, as I had nothing whatever to do with 
any of the transactions. It is said that the sol- 
vent banks generally declined to do so on the 
groucd that the legislature had limited the rate 
of interest they conld take to eight per cent: 
that they could not afford to be limited to that 
and pay interest. 

Tam also informed that no bank in Atlanta, 
‘except Mr. Coker's, proposed to pay any interest 
and thathe did not make a proposition until 
after he was informed that the Citizens’ bank was 
to have the deposits; that he then said he would 
pay three per cent interes®; but on looking over 
the reports made by his bank, the governor did 
not think well of it and was unwilling to deposit 
with thet bank on account of what he considered 

168 weak condition. 

I am also informed that one bank in Augusta 
proposed to pay interest; but would offer no secu- 
vity except theirown stock, and that no other 
Dank in Georgia did propose to pay interest. 

As already stated above, I know nothing what 
“ever of any of these transactions of my own 
knowledge, as [ had no connection whatever witn 
them. 

48 to Governor Smith's statement that I am 
making eight hundred dollars a day out of an 
iron mine, it isequally as untrue as the statement 
above mentioned. The Dade coal company, of 
which Iam prerident, owns an interest in the 
Rising Fawn iron furnace in Dade county, and it 
is making ” reasonable income. But as every man 
acquainte with the iron business is obliged to 
know, no furnace is making a heavy income at 
the present pre? of iron. 

And you say Governor Smith alds “aud a large 
profit from the Dade coal mines with convict la- 
hor."’ We are making some protit at the Dade 
coal mines, and there we use convict labor, but 
we are not working a convict within fifteen miles 
of the iron furnace in which we have an interest. 

The Dade company al o hasaa interest in iron 
ore in Bartow county and has built a railroad out 
to their mives three miles, which is nearly com- 
pleted. We hope to make some money ou that. 
Isitacrimeforacitizen t> put his money into 
the development of the m‘neral interests, esp2cial- 
ly if he should suceeed ia making money by hig 
energy and enterprise? I{so I have been acting 
under a delusion. I thought our citizens desired 
that kind of development. 

Iam informed from other quarters that my op- 
ponents are making the point that I am doing al! 
I can, and that probably Governer Colquitt is do- 
ing the same, to prevent the building of the Ma- 
con and Brunswick rvad to this city. This 1s also 
avery great mistake. While I have nota dollar 
of interest in that enterprise, I have a very con- 
siderable interest in reali estate in Atlanta, an‘ I 
have an interest in the Western and Atlautc 
railroad; and the more connecting roads we have 
to Atlanta, the more valuable my real estate is 
and the better the business over the State road. 
To go against the enterprise would be, therefore, 
to g0 against my own interest. And I could see 
no possible motive Governor Colquitt could have 
in Opposing it, as he signed the law which 


provided for its construction, and leased 
it with the express condition that a 
road is to be built connecting with At- 


lanta upon one of the three routes mentioned in 
the statute. However, Id» not pretend to speak 
for Governor Colquitt who is competent to speak 
for himself. I simply state my connection with 
the matterand my owa position. I am in favor 
of building all the railroads in Georgia that the 
people have the money honestly to build. If men 
Having money invest in such enterprises, they are 
apttocount the cost, and they are not likely to 
want to put their money-into them upless they 
think the roads will pay. We certainly want al! 
the railroads that will pay and aid in developing 
the country.

| Demand a Right Enforcement of the Law Against 
Crimes and Oriminals—Charge of Judge 
Hillyer to the Grand Jury of Clay- 
toi County Superior Court. 


Jon¥snoro, September 9.—The recent murders 
in this county have invested the opening of the 
fall term of the superior court of this county with 
unusual interest. In his charge to the grand 
jury, Judge Hillyer clearly marked out the duty 
of all good citizens in the maintenance of order 
and law. The following extract will exhibit the 
terms of the charge: 

‘*Gentlemen; No community can be prosper- 
ous aud happy that is not peaceable and law- 
abiding, aud the very best kindness, the most hu- 
mane act that men can do for one anotherin a 
public c.pacity is in requiring a faithful admin- 
istration of the laws. If the laws are faithfully 
administered many people are prevented from 
becoming criminals. I have had occasion to say 
before that the very worst calamity that can hap- 
pen toa mais for bim to commit one of these 
crimes. He had better have a mill-stone hung 
about his neck and be cast into the sea than to 
commita felony. Even if he cheats the law and 
escapes human punishment his lot is still that of 
calamity and ruin. The best thing you can do is 
toso demean and deport yourselves as to hold 
men back from this gulf of crime and destruction 
I kn@w that you all feel the same way about ir, 


and the court confidently expects § from 
this body a faithful administration of the 
crimipal law, as well as ‘all. the 


duties that may come before you-—-an honest, faith- 
ful, impartial, conservative and forbearing a4 
ministration of the law Isay ‘‘conservative and 
forbea ing’’ administration of the law, because it 
is precisely in times of public excitement, politi- 
cal or otherwise, that men are apt to do wrong, 
to be carried away by passion or excitement. 
What is required of all good citizens is that, at al 
times, under all circumsiances, whether of ordi- 
nary peace and quietness, or excitement, he main 
tain his serene self possession, consulting at all 
times his conscience, doing what is right because 
it is right; going just as far as uth and right re- 
quire, let it cost what it will, let the 
consequences be what they ~_ may, 
but Stopping jOst at the right place because con- 
science and trutn :equire him to stop there— 
for that reason and =~*no _ other. And 
I say to you in general terms 


if in the investigations before your body, this man 
Or that man has broken the law, be he whe he 
may, high or low, with friends or without friends, 
go forward with an impartiality that is as fault- 
less and as clear as the light that shines from a 
diamond, put the law upon him; and see to it as 
well, that no innocent man is made to sutfer from 
passiol or prejucice Your duty is plain; it 
means that intelligent, impartial, fair administra- 
tion of the law that gets at the truth, that pun. 
ishes he guilty and does not hurt tne innocent. 
“Your oath requires you to make diligent in- 
quiry and true presentment of ail such matters as 
are given y uin charge by the court. I give you 
the whole criminal law of the state in charge. { 
will not +topnow to detail its provisions, one by 
oue, but I rely upon your experience for a general 
knowledge of the code. I repeat, I give you in 
charge the whole of the criminal law’ This 
means any Violation of the criminal law within 
the statutes of limitation, without regard to 
whether there Was agrand jury at the last term 
ornot. The statute of limitation in the case of 
misdemeanors is two years; in the cise of felonics 
it is four years; in cases of murder it 1s without 
limitation. If you know of any violation of 
the crimiual law thn t is a misdemeanor, within 
two years, or felony withiu four years, or murder 
atany time, and the perpetrator is still living, 
your oath is just the same as to tnat as if it were 
mentioned bere by name and you had kissed the 
beok on italone. The reason, the object of tne 
law is, as | have before expressed it, to deter of- 
fenders. Where it is knowu that there is to be a 
grand jury twice a year, summoned from ail parts 
of the county, and that there is to be a judge 
present who will tell the jury what is 
wueir duty with reference to vViviations of the 
criminal law, and they swear to d> that duty and 
caunot go to their homes justified without doiug 
it; With such a body asthat inthe county and 
the same to be repeated twice a year, there are 
few men of ri ht understa:.ding who will deliber 
ately enter upon the violation of the law or lve 
in defiauce of it. 
‘‘Chere are few institutions—no institutions, 
in fact, under our system of governmentto which 
we are iore. indebted for all our progress and 
peece in this country than the grand juries, Af- 
terall, itis the law as you administer it that men 
fear. You understand that the law cannot pun- 
ish anybody unless you say so. The court cannot 
do it; the court does not want to become a prose- 
eutor and go after anybody. No prosecution can 
be had unless you say so. Before any man 
can be brought to the bar of the court 
there must be a true bill found by the voices of 
at least twelve of the grand jury; but the knowl 
edge of the fact that grand juries assemble and 
wiil be faithfulin the discharge of their duties, is 
anintiuence thatin times past has given. usa 
ressouable degree of oo and prosperity, and 
if faithfully and honestly adminis ered hereafter 
will briog these good influences more and more 
to a successful issue. 
“IT kuow that you cannot bring about a milleni 
um and make everybody good and law-abiding cit- 
izens at one stroke. The Almighty sumeumes 
brings about a change by grace in a bad man and 
makes him a good and moral man; but you can- 
notreform allthe menin acommunity at one 
stroke I am not laboring to bring abouta Utopia, 
but am seeking a reasonable reform. You 
know that if the grand juries, term after 
term, try to bring about regard for the law, and 
are not discouraged by special occurrences of vio- 
lence, but will persist in their efforts and fight it 
outon th t line to the last—if the grand juries 
in the different counties will co : tinue to labor in 
this direction our communities everywhere will 
improve. We will have fewer criminals in our 
juils, less taxes to pay, more children in our 
schools, our lands will incre se in value, the 
general character of our population improve, the 
hapviness of our whole people be promoted, and 
we will go forward increasing in power and 
wealth; but without the admiuistration of the 
law the whole fabric falls) There are communi-

CLARKESVILLE, September 7.—Some 
months ago your journal published ac- 
counts of a rich mune of gold opened by 
the Messrs. Lumsden, in the valley of Na- 
coochee, distant from this point about four. 
teen miles. lt was our priviledge some 
days ago to visit the locality which fur weeks 
caused such excitement among mining 
men, and in fact among land holders in this 
section generally. The mine in question 
was opened un the property formerly owned 


by Captain John L. Richardson, !etely de- 
ceased, and one of the oldest residents of 
Necooche, having come hither from North 
Carolina as early as 182; it lies at the foot 
of the mountains just above the mouth of 
Duke’s creek, and forms what is termed a 
basin. Here the precious metal bas been 
deposited for ages, being evolved from the 
mountains by a process and in an era alto- 


‘gether wysterious and remote. — The 
immediate locality which yielded 
80 rich a return of gold 


lies justin front of Captain Richardson's 
residence, and is the foundation of an ar- 
cient orchard where apples of gold might 
well have grown. From an area of about 
seventy square feet, and lying within five 
feet of the surface, the miners found some 
four thousand doilars. Many splendid 
specimens of this fine gold were unearthed, 
one piece much the shape of a shark s tooth 
weighs three bundred and forty penny- 
weights—equal to about three hundred and 
twenty-five dollars. Found in this charac- 
ter the metal is unmixed with rock or any 
o'her mineral substance. Itassumes many 
and peculiar shapes and the pieces are usu 

ally found in pairs. Mr. Lumsden showed 
us a pan containing thirteen bundred dol 

lars, combining the rarest figures and pre- 
senting a splendid spectacie. Few mines 
in any land conld make a finer exbibit. 
The process of miningis simple and not 
very costly. Instead of hauling off 
the surface soil to reach the 
gravel, as was formerly thé case, all that 
labor is done by means of a small stream of 
water. The gravel lying on the slate is 
then washed in the swift current as it pas3es 
through a trough one foot wide, whenany 
gold that is present is collected by quick- 
silver and sinking by reason of its great 
specific gravity is afterwards gathered from 
the bottom of the trough. The nuggets 
where found are of course secured without 
the aid of mercury. In the same basin one 
hundred yards further down, thousands of 
dollars were realized haif a century ago. 
No man can divine the treasure stored away 
in these mountain fortresses. Nacoochee 
may be*a great reservoir into which has 
washed the wealth of the grand sentinels 
wnich guard her. In that | vely valiey 
there is much to admire; besides its wealthy 
mines of gold, peaceful landscapes, beauti- 
ful streams, rushing falis and grand 
mountains, all gives pleasure to him 
who seeks it. We are informed, too, 
that travelers are beginning to 
appreciate the beauties of tbat section. 
Nacoochee must some day be the resort of 
much wealth, as it is now the home of hos- 
pitality and intelligence. Captain James 
H. Nichols has done much to beautify the 
western end of the valley, while Mr. George 
W. Williams, of Charleston, has made a 
warked improvement in the eastern end. 
As we passed his residence Mr. W. had 
rake in hand stacking the tewly mown hay 
—reviving the memories of forty years 
ago. Long may Nacoochee charm the eye 
and brighten the spirit of the tired traveler. 


THE COUNTRY’S PROSPERITY. 


Will the Inflax of Gold Continue?— 
Views of Some Leading New York 
Bankers, 

New YorkK, September. %.—The extraor- 
dinarily large shipments of specie and 
bullion from Europe to this country during 
the past month, coupled with the an- 
nouncement that other large installments 
of precious metals will be forwarded ip 
payment for our products during the pres- 


ent month, isthe subject of much favorable 
comment in business and financial-circles, 
aud the impression among meny seems to 
be that the balance of trade in our favor for 
the next fiscal year will be quits as large 


ay last year. There are others, how- 
ever, who do not entertain 
this view, predicting that there will 


soon be a large falling off in the flow of 
specie from the other side, owing to the 
excessive purchases of juxuries by Ameri- 
cans, and tothe fact that the demand for 
breadstufts will be largely diminished, sinc» 
the continental cereal crops have been 
unusually abundant. President Thomp- 
son, of th: Chase national bank, said: ‘‘We 
shall not import as much of the precious 
metals as !ast yveur, measurabiy because 
Europe cannot safely part) with it, and 
partly because we do not need it. Tae 
bauks of the principat natiousof Kurone, | 
think, will tollow the lead of tne bank of 


Germany, and raise the interest to tive or 


six per cent. This will enable American 
capitalists to have large balances with their 
Kuropean correspoudepats instead of im 

porting gold. Whiie our exports produce 
will be large, the price for the same will be 
muchunder that ruling last year, aud the 
proceeds of our merchandise will not, I. 
think, equal last year's aggregate. Our 
imports wili fully equal, it they do not 
exceed, last year’s. Ali these movements 
tend to diminish the impurtation of gold. 
In proof that Europe cannot spare the 
volume that we drew from therm in 1879, 
note the fact thata portion of the German 
cities are already refusing gold pay- 
ments and claim to meet their obligations 
on asilver basis. During the last few weeks 
two or three Important sales of bonds have 
been made on the other side. Tuese nego- 
tiations, however, were made prior to the 
alarm caused by the heavy shipments otf. 
bullion and specie that have taken piace 
more recently, aud it is not probable thut 
any more important sales of bonds can be 
effected abroad. Our great prosperity is 


evidently demoraiizing the masses of 
our people, and we shall over- 
ima port. Europe, I conceive, is 


verging into auother depression, and even- 
tually merchandise will be forced into this 
country, and the balance of trade will turn 
against us, I believe, within twelve montis ” 
A member of the firm of Drexel, Morgan 
& Co., said: ‘“Lfbeinflux of gold wiil con- 
tinue, and will, according to my opinion, 
be quite as large, if not larger, in amount 
than last year, but the bulk will not be re- 
ceived in payment for our manufactures 


and grain, as was the Case 
ast year. There will be a fall 
ing off on both these  accounts- 


particalarly the latter, sinc: good crops 
have generally been raised throyghout Ku- 
rope. What we will lose on thfS account, 
however, we will more than make by the 
sale of government bonds and otber good 
securities, There has been and is now a 
good demand for the securities, and this, of 
course, means a large transfer of bullion 
and specie in payment for the same. Tne 
prosperity of the country has a great deal 
to do with this highly favorable stzte of af- 
fairs.”’ 


A Severe Storm. 

LonG Braneu, September & —There is a 
very severe northeast storm to-day. The 
track of the New Jersey Southera railway, 
between Highiands Station and Seabrighrt, 
has been washed away, suspending all 
travel from.

SHOCKING SUICIDE AT NIAGARA, 


An Elderly Man Makes Very Deliberate Prepara- 
tions for a Fata! Plange irto the Seething 
Depths—A Texas Sheriff Murdered

BurraLo, N. Y., Septe-iber 9.—Another 
tragedy occurred at Niagara Falls yesterday 
evening, and one more has been added to 
the long list of those who have found death 
in the relentless waters of Niagara river. At 
“o'clock last night George W. Knapp, of 
Utica, N. Y., an elderly man arrived at the 
International hotel, and soon afterwards 
inquired at the hotel telegraph office if 
there was a message there to his address. 
None had been received. He then went to 
the bar room and took a drink with Mr 
Heydrell, the bar tender, with whom ‘he 
was acquainted. Shortly afterward he 
walked to Goat island bridge, and stepping 
on the piatform overlooking the American 
rapids gazed intently at the roaring waters. 
Miss Florence M. Evert, of Victoria, Ont, 
sat near and soon became interested in 
watching the stamper, who took off his 
coat, laid itin a neat pile at his feet, and 
placed upon it his watch, chain, goid-bowed 
spectacles, sleeve-buttons and pocket-book, 
then takinga final survey of the scene, he 
pulled a revolver from his pocket, mounted 
the railing, placed the weapon to his head 
and tired, The report rang out above the 
roar of the angry waters and the next in- 
stant the man plunged headlong into the 
seething rapids. The young lady, horrified 
at the awful spectacle, sprang to the rail, 
and wasin time to see the body swept to the 
crest of the great white-capped waters and 
then borne from sight forever. 

The young lady felt paralyzed with fear, 
and gave vent toa piercing scream, which 
soon brought others to the spot. She re- 
lated what she knew of the suicide, and 
pointed to the little heap of property near 
by. The coat bore a slip of paper, on 
which was written: “send these things by 
express to. Kk. F. Esmay, 27 John street, 
Utica, New York.’

Judge Hitlyer’ sa « barwe to the Grand 
Jary of Cinjystonm County. 


We give elsewhere an extract from 
that portion of Judge Hillyer’s charze to 
the grand jury of Clayton county which 
may be fairly supposed to have a special 
bearing upon the recent outrage upon a 
family of colored people in that section. 
It is an admirable exposition of the re- 
lations which grand juries bear to the 
law and to society, and of their duty to 
the people who a upon them for 
protection. Practically, there are no lim- 
itations to the power par influence of 
grand juries in protecting the life and 
liberty of individuals, and fr preserving 
the peace and good order of society. 
Judge Hillyer calls attention to this in 
his vivid and vigorous style, and exhorts 
the particular grand jury which sat under 
his charge to extraordinary diligence in 
searching out offenders of the law and 
in handing criminals over to justice. 

In comparing the condition of a com- 
munity where peace and good order 
reign, with the community w erein crime 
abounds and where there is scant protec- 
tion to life and property, Judge Hillyer 
particulariy happy. He points 
out how the prosperity of a com- 
munity or a_ section inevitably de- 
pends upon peace and good order. He 
points out how, without the proper and 
prompt administration of the law, the 
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‘“oubiican lies. 
“the democratic ranks in Georgia, and 
“one of the factions comes atthe other

Whatever the intentions of the

Besides, the 
cotton planter of the south is a poor man 
Twenty years ago we read of the nabobs of 
the plantation, but the war sent home 
fathers, brothers, sons, with nothing but 
rags and shueless, to broken homes, brier 
grown fields, destroyed houses, yacant 
hearthstones. No labor, no tools, no stock 
—desolation. No practical knowledge of 
manual work, save what the muscular de- 
velopment of the camp and march gave 
fo the-e conditions southern men came to 
support families, clothe and feed them and 
learn a trade, and while learning itdv these 
things, pay taxes and rebuild the south. 
CIRCUMSTANCES ALTER CASES, 
The old condition of large plantations 
and plenty of slaves is (thank God and the 
emancipation proclamation) changed, and 
in the south to-day there are more forty- 
acre nen than in the sc-called great west, it 
isthe south that is great; greatin water 
power. timber, soi] and climate, and in the 
upbuilding energy of its people. These 
for.y acre planters (the 100 acre to 200 acre 
ones are Comparatively scarce) have nut the 
means to travel. They areintelligent, high- 
minded men, wel! regarded, and kuown for 
information and sagacity. They have to 
liveineconomy and cannotafford to visit 
New York Yet these mer are just the 
meo to get acquainted with northern 
methods and appliances for the farsa 
Thes: are the men to give their experien- 
ces with fertilizers; these are the men to 
explain whether certain conditions would 
or would not cause the earlier germinaling 
of the cotton seed, and if certain 
treatment would not probably compel 
a quicker opening of the cot- 
ton. itis not the merchant cf the south 
that is wanted; it is the planter and me- 
chanic, the great industrial forces of the 
country which sre wanted to meet, 
not the national board ot trade, 
nor chamber of commerce—zoud 
though these are. Something else as de ir 
able is needed. Shiail the place be Atlanta, 
Ga., or some as Zu d point south? Men of 
the south, ‘rise ‘up and be counted’’ JD)» 
not wait when this industiial exhibit of 
your product is to be had Itis your right. 
Have itat the south. Let the time be 
when the cotton crop is at its best frui‘aze, 
when the whole of the elements of na- 
ture speak through the lesves and 
Vines and the bloom of the late 
roses, When the climate is pare and cool 
aud the sunlight through the days is 
a dancing sheen. L,4t it be in the days 
when the corn is ripened, and thechick is fat 
into the trying pan, and the cotton gives 
the field in the dewy morning the appear- 
ance of tie snow-field, the h:yday month 
of the southern year—October, 1881 It is 
not desired to antagonsz:any place in such 
arivalry asthis.

DEATH OF HIRAM ROBERTS,

Beardsley & Roberts, at the storeon Congress street 
now occupied by Mr. Champion. Subsequently 
Mr. Beardsley retired, and Mr. Roberts formed 
acopartnership with Mr E. W. Mershall, the firm 
being Roberts & Marshall. A few years later Mr. 
W. G. Foote was tagen into the firm, which thea 
became known as Koberts, Marshal: & Foote, 
which was again changed to Roberts & Foote, and: 
so continued until Mr. Roberts retired, Mr. Jau- 
don becoming a member, and the firm was an- 
nounced as Foote & Jaudon. In 18 4 Mr. Roberts 
was elected presidentof the Merchantsand Plant- 
ers’ bank, and continued as such until the insti- 
tution surrendered its charter. We are informed 
that Mr. Roberts was the first gentleman in this
